I am extremely happy to write this Foreword to the work 
SrirdmGnujamata Sahgraha of Sri Srinivasa Péttaracfrya, a modem 
writer, being brought out with English Translation and Notes by Dr. S. 
Padmanabhan. This publication contains, in addition to the original 
Sanskrit text in the more widely known Devanagari characters, the 
author’s own commentary in Tamil also. This work appeared earlier 
in print in Grantha script along with the author's own commentary in 
Tamil, in:the year 1913. 


It has to be pointed out that much of the original Srivaisnava 
literaturé composed in Sanskrit has not received due recognition by the 
world of scholars for the simple reason that it is avaliable in local 
languages and scripts like Tamil, Telugu, Kannada, Grantha and 
Nandindgari. Those who belong to other linguistic areas and traditions 
are thereby denied entry into the wonderful world of Sri Ramanuja’s 
Philosophy. In countries tike US and UK, those who do not know 
Sanskrit are crippled by the dearth of proper English translations of the 
valuable works on Visistadvaita Philosophy. This has led to the 
comparative neglect of: total ignorance of the preat treasure of this 
school of thought. This was also mainly responsible for the general 
impression in the western countries that Vedanta means only the 
Advaita Vedinta propounded by Sri Sankara. This is because many 
scholars explained Sankara to the western world through the medium 
of Engtish. This was not the case with Ram4nuja and other Vedantins. 
It was only in the 19" & 20" centuries that efforts were made by native 
scholars to present the classic gems of Visist&dvaita in English for the 
benefit of foreign scholars. This is paying rich devidends now and more 
and more scholars are taking to studies of this great philosophy. There 
are still some traditional pandits in our country who believe that our 
works should not be accessible to Mlecchas (non - believers) and that 


such a step would be a great crime against our Porvacarya and tradition. 
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There are several houses, qf genditional aobolars where old manuscripts 
of rare works are allowed to crumble info powder rather than be brought 


to daylight. Nothing can be more unwise than this. It is time we become 
liberal minded and see that our glourious Siddhdnta is broadcast in all 
the languages of the world. It is only by such a step that we will be 
showing our gratidude to our PirvacSryas. It is against this background 
that | welcome this beautiful publication by Dr, S. Padmanabhan. 


The Ramdnujamatasangraha of Sri Srinivasa is a remarkably 
simple work presenting in swect Sanskrit, the fundamental concepts of 
the Vikistadvaita Philosophy.

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INTRODUCTION 


The Indian Philosophical traditions, generally termed as DarSana-s is 
classified as orthodox (astika) and heterodox (nastika) systems. The criterion 
for this classifcation is that the orthodox systems uphold the validity of the 
Veda-s while the heterodox systems do not uphold their validity The term 
‘daréana’, strictly should mean to convey all the systems; but in practice it 
ig meant to convey the six orthodox systems only. They are the Nyfya- 
Vaiéesika, Sankhya-yoga, Pufva - Mimamsa and Uttara -Mim4rhs&. All the 
systems are based on the Veds' and is propagated by the ancient scers out 
of their personal experience from the study of the Veda-s Among these six, 


the Parva and Uttara Mimarhs4 systems are concerned with the study of 
the entire Veda. 


The Pirva-Mimérnsd system makes a critical study of the ritualistic 
portion which is the former portion of the Veda and the Uttara-Mimamsa 
makes an investigation into the knowledge portion which is latter of the Veda. 
This latter portion is also well known as the Upanisad-4 or the Vedanta. 


The Uttara-Mimimea or the Ved&nta relates ‘itself to the study of 
the nature of the soul, world and God. Though the Upanigad-s are the 
primary sources to this effect, the Vedanta-sitra-s of Badrayana and the 
Bhagavad - Gita which summarises and explain the teachings of the Upanisad- 
8 are also accepted as additional authority by the Vedintic traditions. These 
three, together are known as prasthana traya. 


There are many Vedantic traditions in the Indian Philosophical 
Systems. Of these, only three, namely, Advaita, Dvaita and Visis{advaita arc 
considered as important. Though the three’ systeme are iri agreement with 
each other in regard to the ultimate human endeavour, namely, mokga, yct 
they differ about the concept of Reality. According to Advaita, Brahman the 
partless - whole is an attributeless entity, is the only Reality and everything 
clse is illusory. The world that is perceived is only an illusory appearance of 
maya’ or avidya duc to its association with Brahman. The individual soul is 
not different from Brahman and is only the reflected image of Brahman 
Liberation comes in realising one’s own true nature as Brahman through 
the Upanigsadic texts such as ‘aham brahm&smi’, tattvamasi etc. According 
to Dvaita, Brahman, the Ultimate Reality is endowed with all attributes. It is 
different from the individual souls and prakrti, the insentient entity. These 
three are distinct realties. The souls aad matter are dependent on God 


Liberation is to be attained in the other world namely, the abode of the 
Lotd through bhakti only. 

The Vikistadvaita tradition too admits three realities namely cit 
(sentient}, acit, (in- sentient) and Tévara (God), I$vara is Brahman, the 
ultimate reality and is endowed with all auspicious qualities. He is ever united 
with $11 or Laksmt and’ together with Her he is the Supreme Reality and is 
denoted as Sriman - Narayana. The world that is made of sentient and in- 
sentient entities form the body of the Lord. The definition of body, according 
to Viéigtidvaita is that entity which is entirely subservient, supported and 
controlled by another sentient ¢ntity and is inseparable from that. The one 
that is controlled, supported, and subservient is the body of the other. Thus 
the threé cntities together. form one complex whole. In other words, 
Brahman is always qualified by the sentient and in-sentient entities and 
Brahman that js qualifled by them is without a second. It is in this sense the 
term Vidigtddvaita is used. In this expression, the word Visista conveys the 
Qualified Entity, namely, Brahman and that exists without a second entity 
of this nature. Therefore, the term Visis{advaita may mean to convey 
‘qualified monism’. 


The individual souls are eternal and are infinite in number. They are 
classified as baddha-s (bonded), mukta-s (liberated) and nitya-s (eternally 
liberated), The bondéd souls are those who are under perpetned 
transmigratory existence: The mukta-s are those who have been liberated 
from bondage and Nitya-s are those who have never experienced 
transmigratory existence. It is because of the beginningless karma the souls 
experience pain and pleasures during bondage. 


Liberation consists in attaining the eternal abode the Lord, namely 
Vaikuntha and rendering eternal of services to Him. This is to be achived 
either by bhakti- (un-ceasing devotion) or by prapatii (whole hearted self - 
surrender). 

The in-sentient entity, namely, prakyli, transforms itself as the world 
of variegated nature by the resolve of the Lord. It lapses back into its causal 
element at the time of deluge. As noted earlier, both the sentient and in- 
sentient entitles form the body of the Lord and this relation is technically 
explained as 4tma-éarira bhava, Sesa - Sesi-bhava, 4dh4ra - Aadheyabhava, 
niyanty - niyamya - bhava, arhéa - arhsi bhava. 

There are many basic texts explaining the cardinal concepts of 
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Visigtadvaita. Mention could be made of Yatindramatadipika, of 
$rinivasadaga, Vedantak@rik&vall of Bucci Venhkatac&rya, RimAnujasidhinta 
sangraha of Srinivasdcirya etc. The present text Rim4&nujamata sangraha’ 
of Srinivasa Patjaricdrya though similar to the above teats, distinguishes itself 
from the rest. While the other texts contain many chapters, the present 
text has no such sub-divisions. It must be specifically stated that for the 
sake of brevity the author has not omitted any important aspect of the 


Vikistadvaita philosophy. The style of the author too is simple compared to 
the other texts. 


The author, Sriniv’sa Pattaracdrya was a native of Thanjavur suburb 
in Tamilnadu and belongs to the illustrious Srigaila varn$a. He was the son 
of Pattaracarya and the grandson of Kumara Tatdcarya. In the benedictory 
verses and in the concluding portion of the text, the author states that his 
family was well known for its austerities and on the performance of sacrifices. 
His period was between 1633 A.D - 1694 A.D. * The text was printed in 
grantha characters at Kumbakonam with on auto-commentary and an 
explanation in Tamil in the year 1913, The English translation of this text is 
now presented in the following pages, for the first time. 


Shri U. Ve. Vidwan (Dr.) S. Padmanbahacharya comes from a 
ilisutriuous and intellectual lineage and is an authority on Vishistadwaita 
philosophy. It is appropriate that such an eminent scholar translate the 
important work in simple and lucid English which even an uninitiated

: - THE AIM OF VEDANTA 
“We seek refuge in that Lord. wielding the bow and 


arrow whose. pair -of lotus feet are caressed gently by 
Goddess Sri and Mother. Earth while, He reposes on His 
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serpent couch and me who is the principal Deity of the 
entire world. 

I bow down to the lineage of? preceptors commencing 
from Lord Hari, His consort Sri, SeneSvara (Visvaksena), 
Saint Sathakopa (Nammal]var), Nathamuni Pundarikaksa, 
Sriramamisra, Yamundcdrya, Srigailaporna Laksmanarya 
(Sri Ramanuja). and Vedantadesika 

Srinivasa, the son of P&{taracarya, a jewel among the 
learned, coricisely present the important tenets of Ramanuja 
Siddhanta, as understood by him. Following the pathway 
shown by the revered Sages Sri Dvaipayana’ Bodhayana‘, 
and Ramanuyja, this text is being written (by me). 

The true import of VedantaSastra is Lord Narayana, 
as the Supreme Being, the Beloved Consort of Sri and Who 
has the entire sentient and insentient entities as His body. 
The sypreme human endeavour consists in attaining the 
diviné non-material world of the Lord (namely, 
Vaikuntha), it can only be the result of single - minded 
devotion to the supreme Lord. This is necessarily preceded 
by its aiding factors such as the ordained rites (nitya- 
karma-s), occasional but obligatory rites (nalmittika 
karma-s) and specified rites (Kamya Karma-s) or by whole 
hearted surrender (nyd4sa) to Him. In Vaikuntha the 
individual soul attains a state more or less similar to Him 
and enjoys supreme bliss gained by the service rendered to 


Him.

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THE CLASSIFICATION OF CATEGORIES AND 
THEIR ORIGIN 


Among the three realities®, acit is that principle which 
is not the substratum of sentience. This is three fold, 
namely, prakyti (matter), kala (time) and suddhasattva 
(non-material). Among these, prakrti is that substance 
which is the mixture of the three qualities, namely, sattva, 
rajas and tamas. This prakrti undergoes many 
modifications in its essential nature. As mahat ahankara are 
the modifications of prakyti’ only these internal divisions 
are not classified as separate categories. From the praksti 
the first evolved principle is mahat. This mahat transforms 
itself , in accordance with its causal principal prakrti into 
three as siittvika mahat, rdjasa mahat and tama&sa mahat. 
From this three fold division evolve the principle ahankdra. 

From the s&ttvikaihank4ra assisted by rajasdhank4ra, 
the sense organs originate. These are classified as two fold 
as the organs of knowledge and as the organs of action. 
The organs of knowledge are classified as external and 
internal. The external organs are five -i.e.- nose, tongue, 
eye, skin and car. The respective five internal organs are - 
the sense. of smell, the sense. of taste, the sense of vision, 
the sense of touch and the sense of hearing, Mind, the 
internal organ is only one. It is the instrumental cause in 
comprehending knowledge, one’s own self and its 
characteristics. The organs of action are five, namely, 
mouth, hands, legs, organs. of discharge and organs of 
generation. They respectively do the function of speaking, 
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receiving and donating, walking, discharging the impurities 
and generating pleasures.’ 


Every individual soul has only one set of sense organs. 
They are associated with the soul till the dissolution of the 
universe. In the act of metamorphosis too the soul enters 
into the new body along with his sense organs. This is 
similar to relinquishing the physical body after ‘death’ and 
attaining a new body by the soul. While attaining liberation 
the individual soul? leaves out the sense organs here itself 
(as they” are material products). They exist till the time of 
deluge and, at that time lapse back into their causal 
element. kt has been determined by the s@trakara’® that the 
statement declaring the sense. organs getting lapsed into fire 
is only secondary. All the sense organs are suble in nature. 
Intellect'' (buddhi), the functioning of intellect 
(adhyavasitya) etc.; aré-adjectival (attributes) that has mind 
as its.source or causg: ‘The vita] air is superior to them and 
is only a modification of yayu. It is subtle and is associated 
with five functions namely, prana, apana, vyana, udana and 
samawa! ** 

‘Front thé thimasahankiira originate the (subtle) element 
called taeda: tammdtra that contains ether (akaSa) in a 
suble state and its characteristic feature, namely, Sabda. 
This subtle state (tanmatra) is, like the state that exist 
between milk and curd and is to be accepted as it is 
approved by the Sruti-s. Thus, it is to be understood in 
the case of succeeding creation of elements. In the 
process of creation rajas&hankara assist tamasdhankara 
too as it assists s&ttvika@hankara. From ether evolve our 
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sparsatanmatra and from that the gross element vayu. 
From vayu originate the suble element rdpa tanmatra 
and from that come out the gross element tejas. From 
tejas is manifested the suble element rasa tanm4tra and 
from it the gross element earth. This is the order of the 
creation of universe.

MATERIAL AND OTHER CAUSALITIES OF 
BRAHMAN 


In this process the Supreme Lord, having mahat 
etc., (in their subtle state) becomes the material cause. 
Since He is possessed of unfailing resolve (satya- 
sankalpa) and has, Time (kala) as His body, He is the 
instrumental cause. Having mahat, ahankdra etc., as His 
body in the gross state, the same Supreme Lord becomes 
the effect. That is, He is the Kfrana (cause) as well as 
the Karya (effect). 


In order to make all the created elements useful for 
practical purposes, the Supreme God mixes them up with 
each. ether. Thus one half of a particular element is mixed 
with other clement (that constitute the other half), which 
is known as paficlkardia. While doing this the Supreme 
Lord tiiters into those elements along with the individual 
soul, dons them with various names and forms and 
finally, gets denoted by those names. As this, (that is the 
Lord Himself attaining the names) has been asserted by 
the éruti-s, smrti-s, Brahmasitra and puranas, it is to 
be accepted by all. 


Thus, there is non-difference between cause and 
effect. This is similar to the usage that ‘the pot is clay’, 
‘the ear-ring is gold’ etc., wherein the non-difference 
(between the cause and effect) is recollected. This, the 
idea of non-difference (between cause and effect) holds 
good as there is only a change in the state (avastha) of 


the object which is observed in practice thus : that palm- 
lcaf (talap&tra) itself has been converted into a ear-ring, 
tatanka. The previous state (avastha) of one and the 
same substance is the cause ; thé latter state is the effect. 
Origination of a substance means only the change in the 
state (avasth&). Similarly destruction of a substance is 
that the effect lapses back into its origninal cause ; that 
is, the effect leaves out its latter (effect) state and attains 
the former (causal) state. All these are to be observed 
in the &ribhasya and the commentary Srutaprakaéika’’ on 
it. For the fear of prolixity it is not explained here. 
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TIME 
Time (kala) in verbal usage bccomes past, present 
and future. It is eternal and all pervasive. When objects are 
comprehended by the respective sense organs, they are 
perceived as present at that particular instant and hence 
‘time’ could be comprehended by all sense organs. It has 
many divisions as kali, kastha etc. 
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NON - MATERIAL MATTER 

That which is devoid of tamas or rajas is 
Suddhasattva. It is a specific place of non-material form and 
is located beyond prakrti. There are many $Sruti and smrti 
declaring texts asserting the existence of such a place: “‘the 
abode which is divine, eternal, and in-comprehensible; for 


them (liberated) it is the supreme abode wherein they (the 
liberated) eternally behold the Lord” etc., statements that 
declare the travelling path (arcirddi - marga) of the liberated 
souls to that place). In that place all the realities are 
constituted of this non-material substance. Similarly the 
forms of the eternally liberated souls (nitya-s), the forms 
of the Lord and His beloved consort in their sportive 
manifestations too are constituted of this non-material 


substance only. 
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THE INDIVIDUAL SOUL 

The definition of the individual soul is: being a 
sentient entity he is different from the Lord or being innately 
sub-servient to the Lord he is sentient. He is atomic in size. 
That he experiences (though atomic in nature) pain etc., by 
pervading the physical body; that he experiences by being 
present in other bodies;’* that he has many experiences by 
being present in physical body through yoga and the like 
are to be understood as through that of his attributive 
consciousness (dharmabh@tajfidna). If the individual soul 
is not admitted to be atomic in nature then the scriptural 
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statements and the sitra-s that declare the individual soul 
to be atomic in nature would become contradicted. From 
the commendatary texts (arthavada-s) of the veda-s it is 
understood that merit (punya) and de-merits (papa) are 
nothing but the favourable (andkdla or priti) and un- 
favourable (pratikdla or aprilti) resolve of the Lord and, 
is all pervasive. It need not be admitted that in order to 
experience the fruits of an action the cause and effect must 
be present in one and the same place and on that ground 
the individual soul must be admitted to be all pervasive.'* 
It is because, the cause for the happiness or misery of a 
soul (as already stated) is only the favourable and un- 
favourable resolve of the Lord.'> If this is not admitted then 
there would be the fallacy ‘‘Vyabhicfra” in the case of a 
person who is to perform a rite known as jatesti.’* The 
individual soul is form of knowledge and also possess 
knowledge as his-.quality. Since every (or any form of) 
knowledge should have.a content, individual soul at the 
state of deop sheep ete., has favourableness, oneness, the 
state of Stimatva a3 its content.'’ 
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The attributive consciousness is all pervasive, eternal 
and is self-luminoug. In the bound soul as this 
concicougtéss gets kbitirdctéd, its movement depends upon 
the sense. _ OFBANS | due to karma, and thus only it 
comprehend the objects. In the case of the Lord and the 
liberated’ souls, as there is the absence of contraction, 
everything becomes the content of that knowledge. 
Happiness, misery, aversion, effort etc., are the different 


states of this dharmabbétajfidna only. There is no pramana 
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to prove them as different categories." (It is because) 
knowledge is admitted to be a substance and it is not 
contradictory for that knowledge to attain different states. 

The characteristic of being both a substance and 
quality to dharmabhitajfiana holds good as in the case of 
the rays of light (prabha). Though the rays of the light is 
essentially a tefas substance (dravya) yet it serves as a 
quality to its substratum, namely, the flame of the lamp. If 
it is said to be of the nature of quality (guna) alone, then, 
like colour etc., it is not possible to comprehend it without 
its substratum. If it is admitted to be an independent 
substance (apart from its substratum) then there must be 
the comprehension of it without its substratum (Hence it is 
not admitted to be totally independent). The valid means 
for originating such a knowledge are perception 
(pratyaksa), inference (anum&na) and verbal testimory 
(Sadha) only. The knowledge that arises out of it is 
experience (anubhava). The knowledge and experience 
arising out of latent impressions (sarhnsk4ra) is recollection 
(smrti).

ALL KNOWLEDGE IS REAL 

It has been declared by the earlier preceptors that all 
knowledge is real’. The knowledge of silver in a shell is 
also real as the elements of silver, due to the process of 
quintuplication, is present in the silver. Since the elements 
of silver present in the shell is very small and negligible. 
there is no practical utility of that silver. (As an illustrative 
example) in the PorvamImarhsé it is stated that as an 
alternative to the vrihI grain, the nilvfra grain must be 
substituted and not any other grain’. The dream cognition 
too is real, as it is declared in the scriputural texts.’ That 
in the dream state, the Lord creates wonderful or strange 
or extra - ordinary substances to be experienced by an 
individual soul (in accordance with its merits or demerits) 
for that period only. Even if the theory of (erroneous) 
knowledge is not admitted, there will be no un-welcome 
position. Thus. is explajned and established that the 
individual soul is ef the form of knolwedge and possess 
knowledge as his attribute. In the same way the individual 
soul is of the nature of bliss and has bliss as his quality”. 
In the state of bondage, like knowledge, it is concealed by 
karms. 
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NATURE AND CLASSIFICATION OF THE 
INDIVIDUAL SOULS 
This individual soul is different from the physical 
body, sense orgatis, and vital airs. It is because, there is 
such an experience of difference from them. As there is 


variegated experience of pain and pleasure ; though from 
time immemorial many souls were liberated yet there are 


many to be liberated in the present and in the future as 
well, the individual soul must be admitted to be infinite in 
number. ‘The individual soul“is always sub-servient to the 
Lord in the same way as his physical body is sub-servient 
to him. Hé is-never independent at any point of time and

“These individual souls ate three fold namely: 


(i) those who are in bondage ; (ii) these who are 
liberated and (iii) those who are eternally liberated. The 
bound souls are those who are in the state of 
transmigratory existence (sarhsGra). The second category, 
namely, the liberated are those, who in their endless 
transmigratory existence, becomes the object of the mercy 
of a preceptor by the compassionate Lord who utilisess 
‘those noble qualities under some pretext towards the souls. 

Attaining. discrimination (viveka) (regarding realitics) 
and. detachment (valragya), he practices the enjoined

Then the Supreme Lord is explained : He is the Lord 
of all ; is the Principal Entity of all ; has everything as His 
body and hence is the inner self of all; is the sole cause;”* 
is devoid all imperfect qualities and is the abode of all aus- 
picious qualities ; propitiated by all rituals and is the 
_bestower of the fruits. thereof ; is independent and the be- 
loved of Sri or Lakgmi. and is Lord Narayana. Of these,

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DEFINITION OF SARIRA (BODY) 
The definition of body. Sarlira is : that substance 
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which is controlled and commanded by him as long as he 
exists in all capable matters; then the one that is controlled 
and commanded is the body of the other’’. Another 
definition is that that which has an inseparably eternal 
relation with another then it is the body of the other to 
which it is related’’. In the first definition in order to remove 
the defect over - applicability (ativyapti) in activity (kriya) 
the clause substance is used. Again, the clause ‘as long as 
it exists’ is used to remove the defect over-applicability in 
the case of a son.”’ Thus giving one’s son in adoption 
(svikara or dana) or as donation (as in the case of 
Naciketas) the son becomes dependent to another person. 
Thus he cannot be subservient to the father as long as he 
is there. The clause that in matters that are capable’ is used 
to remove the defect partial in-applicability (avyapti) Thus 
a human body cannot fly even if it is desired by the soul ; 
similarly, though desired, the body of a convalescent person 
will not be able to move freely. Capability means the 
competancy to perform. This definition of body alone is free 
from defects and could be applicable to the bodies of gods, 
human beings, animals, birds., reptiles, worms, trees 
creepers, bushes etc., This definition of body is applicable 


in the case of sentient: and in-seatient entities which are the 
body of the Lord. 
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SCRIPTURAL AUTHORITY OF THE ABOVE VIEW 


In the antarydmibrahmara section off the 
Brhadaryanyaka upanisad and in the smrti-s and purdna- 
s, there are direct mention that prakrti etc., that forms the 
body of the Supreme Lord without any adventious 
condition. The following are such statements ; 


(i) ‘the entire universe is your body ; 

(ii) ‘O Arjuna ! 1 am the self ; . 

(iii) ‘I am, indeed, the self of the world’ ’; 

(iv) Water is the body of Visnu’ ; 

(v) ‘Everything is the body of Hari’ ; 

(vi) ‘Everything emanate from his body’; and 

(vii) ‘Brahman with a resolve to create the world, 
created everything from the infinitesimal part of His body, 
namely, (prakrti). 

There is no proof to, show that this mention (namely, 
prakrti etc., are directly meationed as the body) is only 
figurative or secondary. Hence it is established beyond 
doubt, that everything is the body of the Supreme Lord. 
That everything is the body of the Lord and that He is the 
inner-self of all has been clearly stated in the 
antaryamibrahmaga. 
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INTERPRETATION OF THE BHEDA AND ABHEDA 

SRUTIS 


Only when it is explained thus the bheda” texts and 
he abheda”’ texts would satisfactorily be explained.

Further, words that convey the body, denotes the self 
which possesses that body. This is well understood in the 
expression ‘‘the person who knows the veda is 
brahmana’”’. The usage here is not in a secondary sense, 


for, there is no contradiction in accepting this as a primary 
signification. 
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THE INTERPRETATION OF BHEDA AND ABHEDA 
TEXTS ACCORDING TO ADVAITA AND ITS 
REFUTATION 

From the above argument, the different imaginary 
explanation of co-ordinate predications such as ‘‘by 
conveying the non-different nature of the individual soul as 
Brahman, there is the co-ordinate predication of identity 
(abheda); ‘‘by conveying the non-difference nature between 
the world and Brahman there is the co - ordinate 
predication of opposition (abheda)”’ ; “‘by conveying the 
non-difference between cause and effect thereby super- 
imposing causality upon the effect there is the co-ordinate 
predication of attributing adjectival features illusorily etc., 
are rejected. Wherever (in the Upanigsad-s) there is the 
mention of inspearable relation (between two entities) by 
expressing non-difference and by admitting co-ordinate 
predication, there is reconcilation of all éruti texts their 
validity and the concept of Supreme self being the inner self 
too holds good. It cannot, be said that if Brahman has 
everything as Its form, then, the scriptures that declare 
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Brahman as ‘changeless’ would get contradicted. If is 
because, just as childhood, youth etc., which pertain to the 
physical change alone, so also the modification of the 


entities (that are the ‘bodies of the Lord) does not affect the 
inner-self. 
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LORD SRIMANNARAYANA ALONE IS THE CAUSE 
OF THE UNIVERSE 


It is only the Supreme Lord who is the sole cause of 
the Universe. It cannot be said that since the causality of 
the world is declared to other deities, the sole causality 
cannot happen to Lord Narayana alone. Jn the scriptures, 
though it is stated that Brahm&, visnu, Rudra, Indra and 
others as both cause and effect*®; and though it is 
contradictory to have both aspects to all these yet it is 
possible to have both aspects ; namely, causality and the 
state of effect by admitting the change in status (avasth4). 
But, in that case, the aspect of having two states to all the 
deities would become common. and that would lead to 
many causal entities of the world. Hence, there arises a 
necessity to determine a single cause and this sole causality 
has been determined in the case of Lord Narayaga. It 
cannot be said that, in that case,’ there would be the 
contradiction of the érutl texts ‘that spéak of the’state of 
effect to these deities. In the Narayananuvaka™ it is stated 
that the same Lord Narayana who has the specific 
characteristics of being the beloved of Laksmi ; and without 
any birth manifests Himself amidst Brahma and Rudra with 
a view to protect the universe and in its entirety. This 
meaning is arrived at by the following statements ; ‘‘for the 
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protection of all living beings the Supreme Lord attained the 
state of Visnu, ‘“‘the Supreme person protects the entire 
world after assuming three powers and He Himself attain 
the state of Visnu out of His own free will’. The arguments 
that the Supreme Brahman is the fourth (and not included 
in these three and that which transcends (these etc.) are 
only with reference to Lord Narayana. Words denoting 
Hiranyagarbha (Brahma, the four-faced Lord), Siva are to 
be understood as in the case of the words ether (ak&&a), 
vital air praina’® etc. That the Supreme Lord is denoted by 
all words is establised by the Sruti and smrti statements like 
‘having entered into these beings, I shall attain various 
names and forms’, ‘by all words He is primarily conveyed’ 
etc. 
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THE LORD IS THE REPOSITORY OF ALL 
AUSPICOUS QUALITIES AND IS DEVOID OF ALL 
IMPERFECTIONS 

That the Supreme Brahman is devoid of all imperfect 


qualities and is the abode of all auspious qualities is thus 
established : ‘scriptural statements that declare Brahman as 
devoid of qualities, has for their content the imperfect 
qualities; it is because by the same text, the qualities 
sinfulness (papa). old age (jar&) etc., are denied ; and the 
qualiteis of satyakamatva etc., are enjoined. Moreover, 
there are many authoritative smrti and purdna texts to this 
effect. “It is not possible to enumerate and explain by all 
groups of sages the qualities. ‘‘There are no material 
qualities in the Lord’’, ‘‘He is the repository of all 
auspicious qualities like tejas, bala, aisvarya, jana virya 
and Sakti”, ‘‘in whom, (who is Superior to all Gods) there 
are no imperfections’’, ‘‘because He is devoid of bad 
qualities He is nirmala (without defects) as He is the abode 
of all auspicious qualities’ etc., support the above view. 
That He is propitiated by all rituals and that He is the 
bestower of the respective fruits‘is established by the (Gita) 
text, ‘It is only Me, who is the enjoyer and the bestower 
of the results O! Arjuna! those who worship other deities 
ultimately worship me only’, they do the activities ordained 
by Me. It is because of this nature, the Losd’s supremacy 
becomes established.”® wales,

NATURE OF LAKSMI 


Laksmi (His consort) is always the adjectival feature 
of the Lord in all His states ; She is by Her own volition 
always subservient, to Him ; She is the controller of all the 
worlds; She is all pervasive and she accompanies Him in 
all His incarnations. Since this aspect (namely, Laksmi as 
His consort) is established in the Sruti-s, purdna-s, the 
exclusive definition to the Lord, aamely, that He has the 
state of being the Consort of Lakgmi must be understood 
as thus To sum up: - . 


“‘Therefore Hari is the Lord of all ; is the principal 
entity of all ; has everything as His body; is the Innerself 
of all ; is the sole cause; is conveyed by all words ; is free 
from imperfect qualities ; is the abode of all auspicious 
qualities ; is worshipped by all rituals ; is the bestower of 
all fruits thereof ; is independent of all and is the beloved 
of Sri. Hari has these tweleve characteristics as they are 
stated in the Sruti-s’’. 
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IMPORT OF THE APHORISM ATHATO BRAHMA JLJNASA 
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The compassionate Lord with a desire to uplift the 
suffering humanity incarnated Himsclf as the son of 
ParaSara*’ (Vedavydsa) and composed the Uttarmim4msa 
Sastra in order to determine the true meaning of Vedanta 
which is so exhaustive and difficult to understand. The first 
aphorism of, the. uttarmimaérmsa is this ; ‘‘then, therefore, 
there should be the desire in the inquiry of Brahman (athato 
brahma+Jij#s@). The meaning of this sfitra is: after an 
inquiry inte hese (as the fruits of karma are transitory), 
a desire. in the. inquiry | of Brahman must be madc. The 


rituals, (that Ue sacrifices like agnihotra etc; serve as 
auxiliariés to the meditatlon ‘on Brahman. Hence they 
necessarilf’ precede and béecdme the eause for such a 
meditation. Ir is for this reason, it is stated by Vrttikara that 
bath: arva. and wttara) mimdihsé sfstra-s form one 
| text. * The contention that, as the composer the 
twin sastra-s are different they cannot be treated as one 
whole, ' is nét correct. In the case Of texts like kasika vritti® 
and Kadani®ari“ though ‘they were ‘composed by two 
different authors, yet no contradicion is made in regard to 


their unitary, whole. Again, thaugh in the Parvamimamsa 
astra (which contain twelve chapters) the subject matter 


of the first six chapters is different from the subject matter 
of the second six, yet no contradiction is observed in their 
unified nature. Further, in the purdna-s, nyaya, mimdarmsa 
etc., which are treated as, vidyasthana-s (sastra-s essentially 
to be learnt) both mim&ths&-s are counted as one whole. 
If some contradictions are found here and there, then they 
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must be understood and commented upon in a secondary 
sense ; as in the case of some texts wherein there is mutual 
contradiction and, which are, reconciled secondarily. Then 
only it becomes possible to treat this sdstra as former 
(parva) and as latter (uttara) in practice. 
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THE CONTENT OF THE BRAHMA - SOTRAS 

In the first Chapter (of the Uttaramim&rmsa) by the first 
four aphorisms the doubts, namely, that Vedanta texts cannot 
convey an existent entity.‘' and hence a study of this sastra 
cannot be commenced ; Brahman cannot be defined as it cannot 
‘be the cause of the world ; that Brahman can be known by 
another pramana (namely, inference and not through verbal 
testimony alone) and that no result could be gained by such an 
inquiry are examined critically and rejected finally. In the 
remaining sections of the first adhydyg the statements that arc 
not too clear (in conveying the cause of the world) and which 
cannot said to convey another entity, the statements that are 
specific and excluding other entities other than the Supreme 
Brahman, the statements that declare the individual souls and 
prakpyti as the cause are examined and explained. In the second 
adhaya in order to emphasise and establish the reasons 
(explained in regard to the causality of Brahman) by the first 
two (saénkhya) and the arguments of nyfiya- vaisesika arc 
criticised and refuted; In the succeding two sections the creation 
of other gross elements and the orgination of the sense organs 
of the individual souls are explained. Thus in the second 
adhyaya, the non-contradictory nature of Brahman is explained. 
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In the third adhydya, the means to liberation are 
discussed. In the first section in order that the soul may attain 
detachment from material pleasures, the miseries he undergo 
in various states such as dream, deep sleep etc., are explained. 
In the second, is explained the dual aspect of Brahman, namely, 
that it is endowed with all auspicious attributes and is devoid 
of all imperfections so that there may arise a desire in attaining 
it. The third section is devoted to an enquiry into the different 
modes of meditation (brahmavidya-s) upon Brahman and the 
qualities enjoined {for such a meditation) in different conteats 
that are.to be pursued in those meditations if they happen to 
the same.’ is the fourth, it is stated that the sacrificial rituals 
are auxiliaries‘to the meditation upon Brahman. 

In the fourth adhydya the result is explaincd. The first 
section is devoted to the accomplishement of brahma-vidya 
and the result of it, namely, the eradication of merits and 
demerits. In the. second, the departure of the individual soul 
from the physical body is detailed . The third section deals 
with the path in which the soul traverses and in the fourth 
is explained how the soul attains a divine form, the 
manifestation of his true nature with qualities like omniscience 
etc., the attainment of Supreme Brahman viz Lord Narayana, 
who has the entire sentient, and in-scnticnt entities as His body, 
the respository of all auspicious qualities and who is devoid of 
imperfect qualities. Thus is established Lord Narayana i in the 
sarirakaSastra (Vedanta) Who is to be realised only through 
Sruti-s, smrti-s, itihdsas-and pura&na-s. .

If the soul is admitted to be atomic, then, there is 
no possibility, according to prima facie view, of the 
experience of happiness. Hence, the soul must be admitted 
to be all pervasive. 


Sincc the resolve of the Lorrd is all pervasive, it gives rise to 
happiness etc., wherever th¢ individual soul is there. Hence 
no contradiction. 


According to dharmaSastra-s if 4'son ts born to a person, 
the father of that son has to perform.a rite so that the child is 
ceremonisouly purified instantaneously, though they dwell at 
different places. This happens because of the resolve 
(sankalpa) ‘of the Lord'is ll pervasive and by the rite the 
Lord becomes pleased and the fru, namely, purification is 
achieved for the child.
